Allin’s  alteration, — being  tbe  first  model.  Calibre  50-70. .  Ram¬ 
rod  missing,— otherwise  complete  and  in  very  fine  condition,  ex¬ 
cept  that  a  small  piece  of  wood  is  chipped  off  ahead  of  the  lock. 
E.  S.  Allin  was  master  armorer  of  the  Springfield  Armory  and  de¬ 
vised  this  system  in  1865. 

2.  THREE  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  RIFLED  MUSKETS 

Calibre  .5S.  Two  model  1858,  marked  “U.  S.  Springfield — 1  SGI.” 
The  other  “Bridesburg— 1 865.’’  The  type  of  muskets  principally 
used  by  the  United  States  Infantry  in  the  Civil  War.  Very 
good,  complete,  original  condition. 

3.  TWO  BRITISH  ENFIELD  PERCUSSION  RIFLED  MUSKETS 

Calibre  .577.  Locks  marked  “Tower  1861”.  A  great  many  of 
these  wrere  used  on  both  sides  during  the  Civil  War.  inesc  par¬ 
ticular  specimens  were  used  on  the  Southern  side.  Bayonets 
missing, — otherwise  in  fairly  good  condition. 

4.  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  MUSKET 

Calibre  .69,  marked  “U.  S.  Springfield— 1814”.  Known  as  model 
1842,  and  is  the  first  type  of  percussion  lock  musket  made  by  the 
United  States  Government.  In  extra  good,  original  condition. 

5.  U.  S.  TAPE-LOCK  MUSKET 

Calibre  .58.  Marked  “U.  S.  Springfield,  1858.”  Bayonet  miss¬ 
ing —otherwise  in  extra  fine  condition,  showing  most  of  its 
original  finish. 

Dr  Edward  Maynard  patented  in  1845  the  tape-lock  attachment, 
which  he  thought  would  facilitate  shooting;  and  as  the  Government 
was  always  anxious  to  try  a  new  invention,  they  had  some  of  these 
made  at  the  Springfield  Armory,  and  by  other  contractors,  and  tried 
them  out;  but  they  did  not  prove  satisfactory,  and  the  mechanism 
was  soon  discarded.  However,  it  is  a  very  interesting  development, 
and  the  muskets  are  now  very  scarce.

6.  PALMETTO  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  MUSKET 

Smooth  bore,  calibre  .69.  Made  at  the  Palmetto  Armory,  Co¬ 
lumbia,  S.  C. — 1852.  This  was  a  State  institution  used  mainly 
for  the  repair  of  arms,  and  muskets  and  pistols  made  there  are 
very  rare.  Swivel  from  one  band  and  bayonet  missing, — other¬ 
wise  in  very  good  condition. 


7.  THREE  PALMETTO  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  MUSKETS 

The  barrel  of  one  has  been  shortened,  and  the  stock  cut  down, 
making  it  into  a  sporting  size  weapon.  On  the  other  two  the 


bayonet  is  missing.

KRIDER  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  RIFLED  MUSKET 

Calibre  .58.  Brass  patch-box.  John  Krider  had  a  contract  with 
the  U.  S.  Government  to  make  a  number  of  these  muskets  during 
the  <  i\  il  War,  and,  as  they  did  not  come  up  to  specifications, 
were  rejected,  and  Krider  brought  suit  against  the  Government, 
which  he  won.  Ibis  is  a  particularly  fine  specimen,  and  very 
scarce.  Bayonet  missing. 

EARLY  AMERICAN  SUPERPOSED  PERCUSSION  GUN 
Octagon  barrels,  length  36  inches, — one  rifled  about  calibre  .10, 
and  tlie  other  one  smooth  bore,  about  calibre  .38.  Curly  maple 
stock,  with  brass  mountings.  Brass  patch-box  marked  with  for¬ 
mer  owner’s  name,  and  the  side  plate  is  dated  1810.  This  has 
been  changed  from  flintlock,  and  such  pieces  were  made  and 
used  in  Pennsylvania  before  1800.  Fine  piece,  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition. 


10.  RARE  BREECH-LOADING  PERCUSSION  SPORTING  RIFLE 

Marked  “Hudson,  N.  Y.”  Half  octagon  barrel  25  inches  long, 
about  calibre  .31.

Hammer,  trigger  guard,  plate, 
lock  and  tang  are  nicely  engraved.  The  barrel  is  marked  “A.  S. 
Nippes,  Millcreek,  Penn.”  This  is  fitted  w  ith  the  Baynard  patent 
primer  lock  (1S45)  and  used  the  paper  cartridge.  Very  well 
made  rifle  or  rare  design  and  in  fine  condition.  It  is  the  only 
specimen  known  to  the  cataloguer.

The  barrel  is 
marked  “G.  Schalk,  Pottsville”,  who  was  not  only  a  celebrated 
ride  maker,  but  one  of  the  best  shots  in  the  community.  Fine 
floral  engraving  on  the  barrel,  the  mountings  being  of  German 
silver,  beautifully  engraved.  Double  set  triggers,  fancy  spur 
trigger  gtiard.  Beautiful  curly  maple  half  stock,  closely  checked 
pistol  grip.

14.  RARE  DOUBLE-BARREL  MUZZLE-LOADING  HAMMERLESS 
SHOTGUN* 

Unusually  fine  Damascus  barrels,  12-bore.  All  parts  are  hand 
chiselled  and  engraved  in  beautiful  scroll  and  foliated  designs. 
The  trigger  guard  is  ornamented  with  a  hound  in  panel,  and 
the  tang  has  engraved  bird.  The  heel  plate  is  similarly  orna¬ 
mented.  The  grip  is  very  closely  checked,  and  the  finish  of  the 
gun  is  of  the  highest  type.  Marked  “Win.  Kirchberg  in  Phila¬ 
delphia”.  This  gun  used  a  paper  cartridge, — the  powder  and 
shot  charges  being  separated  by  a  wooden  wad, — the  cavity  in 
the  bottom  of  which  contained  the  fulminate  of  mercury  prim¬ 
ing.  Tn  firing,  the  action  of  pulling  the  trigger  forces  a  slender 
steel  rod  through  the  powder  into  the  priming.  It  is  probably 
one  of  the  rarest  and  most  interesting  of  early  American  shot¬ 
guns.  A  small  piece  of  wood  is  broken  out  of  the  stock,  which 
can  easily  be  replaced ;  otherwise  in  fine  condition.

VERY  UNUSUAL  UNDERHAMMER  PERCUSSION  FOWLING 
PIECE 


36-inch  twist  barrel  about  10-bore,  with  French  proof  marks. 
Full  pistol  grip  stock  and  small  butt.  Very  unusual  and  inter¬ 
esting  piece,  period  about  1850,  in  good  condition,  barring  miss¬ 
ing  heel  plate. 


16.  JOSEPH  MANTON  DOUBLE-BARREL  PERCUSSION  SHOT¬

16-bore.  Has  been  a  flint-lock  and  altered  to  percussion.  (Prob¬ 
ably  about  1850.)  Joseph  Manton,  who  died  in  1839,  was  the 
greatest  of  English  gunmakers,  and  most  of  the  English  gun-

smiths  who  became  famous  were  at  one  time  workmen  in  his 
shop.  He  made  firearms  of  high  quality  only,  which  commanded 
fancy  prices,  and  at  the  present  time  are  highly  prized  by  col¬ 
lectors.  This  specimen  is  dirty,  but  could  be  cleaned  and  brought 
to  perfect  condition. 

17.  HEAVY  PERCUSSION  MATCH  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel,  -12  inches  long,  about  calibre  .45.  Marked 
“A.  Clierrington,  L.  Grimes.”  Full  maple  stock,  flattened  under¬ 
neath  so  that  it  could  be  used  with  muzzle  rest.  Brass  mounted, 
with  double  set  triggers.  A  plain  hand  made  rifle  that  was  very 
popular  with  the  Pennsylvania  turkey  shooters  about  1850.  Very 
interesting  early  American  rifle,  in  good  condition. 

18.  GREENE  U.  S.  PERCUSSION,  UNDERHAMMER,  BREECH- 
LOADING  MUSKET 

Bolt  action.  Calibre  .535.  J.  D.  Greene’s  patent  1857.  Some  of 
these  were  tried  by  the  IT.  S.  Government,  but,  being  unsatis¬ 
factory,  were  discarded,  and  they  are  now  very  scarce.  The 
paper  cartridge  used  in  this  arm  was  extraordinary,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  bullet  was  located  in  the  rear  of  the  powder 
charge,  the  first  shot  fired  merely -having  the  effect  of  expanding 
the  bullet  tightly  into  the  chamber,  a  second  cartridge  being  in¬ 
serted  and  fired  when  the  first  bullet  left  the  gun,  and  the  second 
was  expanded  into  the  chamber  in  readiness  for  the  following 
cartridge.  The  barrel  is  only  slightly  rifled,  the  rotary  motion 
being  imparted  to  the  bullet  by  the  bore  being  cut  on  a  concen¬ 
tric,  under  Charles  Lancaster’s  English  patent.  Bayonet  miss¬ 
ing-otherwise  in  new  condition. 

19.  JENKS  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  BREECH-LOADING  NAVY  CAR¬ 
BINE 

Calibre  .50.  Made  by  Ames,  Springfield,  Mass.,  in  1845,  for  the 
U.  S.  Government,  and  used  in  the  Mexican  War.  This  has  what 
is  known  as  the  “mule-ear”  lock,  but  did  not  prove  a  success,  so 
but  few  of  them  were  used,  and  they  are  now  very  scarce.  This 
is  a  particularly  fine  specimen,  showing  most  of  its  origiual 
finish. 

20.  JENKS  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  BREECH-LOADING  NAVY  RIFLE 

In  very  good,  original  condition. 

21.  GERMAN  SHARPSHOOTER’S  PERCUSSION  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel  about  calibre  .50,  slightly  belled  at  muzzle. 
A  rather  elaborate  rifle  used  by  German  sharpshooters  in  the 
last  part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Some  carved  ornamenta¬ 
tion.  Double  set  triggers,  and  three-finger  spur  trigger  guard, 
and  wooden  slide  patch-box.  Inoperative,  and  some  parts  miss¬ 
ing, — otherwise  in  fairly  good  condition.

24.  LINDSAY  PERCUSSION  U.  S.  MUSKET 

Calibre  .58.  Two  hammers;  one  trigger.  Lindsay’s  Patent  18(J0. 
The  first  charge  formed  breech  for  the  second.  A  few  were  tried 
by  the  Government  but  were  not  adopted.  Interesting  and 
scarce  arm.  Bayonet  missing, — otherwise  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition. 

25.  FINE  GERMAN  PERCUSSION  SPORTING  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel  29 y2  inches  long,  slightly  belled  at  muzzle, 
about  calibre  .50,  heavily  rifled.  The  mountings  are  of  German 
silver  in  fancy  design  and  nicely  engraved.  The  barrel  is  marked 
“J.  P.  Sauer,  Suhl”, — one  of  the  foremost  German  gun  makers 
who  is  still  making  guns  that  are  far  famed.  Closely  checked 
grip,  very  pretty  walnut  stock  with  slide  patch-box  and  raised 
carved  ornamentation.  Double  set  triggers,  raised  cheek  piece 
with  silver  plate  initialed  “W.  II.  A.”  Also  ornamented  with 
carved  foliated  ornamentation.  Very  high  grade  piece,  requir¬ 
ing  slight  repairs  and  cleaning. 

26.  AUSTRIAN  PERCUSSION  BOAR  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel,  about  calibre  .60,  heavily  rifled.  Brass 
mounted,  with  swivels  for  carrying.  Double  set  triggers,  and 
nipple  safety  on  lock.  Wooden  slide  patch-box  and  raised  cheek 
piece.  Very  good  condition. 

27.  EARLY  AMERICAN  PERCUSSION  SUPERPOSED  COMBINA¬ 
TION  GUN 

Octagon  barrels  about  29  inches  long.  The  top  one  is  about 
calibre  .38;  the  lower  one  20-gauge.  German  silver  mounted, 
with  German  silver  patch-box.  Marked  “B.  T.  Seeley,  Dunkirk, 
N.  Y.”  Such  weapons  were  favorites  with  sportsmen  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  central  New  York  in  the  early  fifties,  when  they  were 
made  to  order  at  a  considerable  expense.  Very  interesting 
piece,  in  good  condition. 

28.  GERMAN  PERCUSSION  BOAR  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel  28^2  inches  long,  about  calibre  .58,  heavily 
rifled.  Full  butternut  stock,  with  sling  swivels,  engraved  iron 
mountings  in  fancy  design,  engraved  lock  and  hammer,  double 
set  triggers  (one  of  which  is  broken),  checked  grip,  checked 
wooden  slide  patch-box,  and  raised  cheek  piece.  Fairly  good 
condition.

29.  COLT  REVOLVING  PERCUSSION  RIFLE

30.  DOUBLE  BARREL  PERCUSSION  RIFLE 

Calibre  .54.  with  heavy  riding.  23-inch  barrels  sighted  for  2,000 
yds.  Invented  by  General  Jacobs  of  the  British  Army,  and  used 
in  India  at  the  time  of  the  Black  Hole  of  Calcutta.  The  Brit¬ 
ish  Cavalry  for  a  number  of  years  was  armed  with  these  short 
rides.  Later  they  were  used  for  hunting  big  game  in  South 
Africa,  as  Well  as  by  the  Boers  in  the  drst  war  between  the 
Transvaal  and  Great  Britain  (about  1882).  An  exceedingly 
interesting  arm,  seldom  found  in  this  country.  Very  good, 
original  condition.

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Closely  checked  grip,  beautiful  highly  polished  walnut  stock, 
with  brass  butt  plate.  Silver  plated  patch-box  marked  ‘‘Pre¬ 
sented  to  Marshal  Hasler  by  the  P.  &  R.,  C.  &  I.,  Police.  (Phil¬ 
adelphia  &  Reading,  Coal  &  Iron,  Police)  Oct.  2,  1S7G.”  This  is 
one  op  the  finest  multi-shot  rifles  the  cataloguer  lias  seen, 
and  is  in  almost  new  condition,  showing  workmanship  of  the 
highest  character.

35.  ORNATE  FOUR  BARREL  “MULE-EAR”  PERCUSSION  COM¬ 
BINATION  GUN 

27-inch  round  barrels.  The  top  ones  are  smooth  and  about  28- 
bore.  The  lower  ones  are  rilled  and  about  calibre  .36  The 
barrels  are  beautifully  browned ;  the  locks  are  engraved.  Ger¬ 
man  silver  mounted, — the  mountings  being  beautifully  engraved. 
The  ornamentations  consist  of  the  following  in  German  silver : — 
Plate*  in  rear  of  the  right  lock,  aiTOw-skaped  ornament  on 
the  right  side  of  the  comb,  long  ornament  on  the  bottom  and  top 
of  the  stock,  engraved  patch-box  back  of  which  are  a  five  and  six- 
pointed  star.  The  comb  is  ornamented  with  a  fancy  strip;  the 
left  side  of  the  stock  is  ornamented  similarly  to  the  right,  ex¬ 
cept  that  a  pointer  and  partridge  replace  the  stars.  There  is 
also  a  patch-box  on  this  side.  The  stock  is  of  burl  walnut,  and 
there  is  also  a.  small  box  underneath  the  stock  for  caps.  Multi¬ 
shot  arms  of  American  manufacture  are  extremely  rare, 
and  this  piece  with  the  preceding  four-barrelled  gun,  make  won 
derful  companion  pieces ; — both  of  them  are  of  great  beauty.

36.  GERMAN  PERCUSSION  HUNTING  RIFLE 

Heavy  octagon  barrel,  slightly  belled  at  muzzle.  Length  30 
inches,  about  calibre  .45,  heavily  rifled.  Engraved  German  silver 
mountings  of  fancy  design.  Sling  swivel's,  double  set  triggers, 
closely  checked  grip,  and  raised  cheek  piece.  The  carving  on 
one  side  is  very  fine,  as  it  represents  a  falcon  in  flight,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  raised  foliated  designs.  The  wood  around  the  heel 
plate  is  beautifully  carved  in  relief  in  foliated  design.  The  side 
plate  is  of  German  silver,  engraved  and  fashioned  to  represent 
a  man’s  head,  while  the  escutcheons  are  of  German  silver,  nicely 
engraved,  each  end  representing  a  cornucopia.  The  lock  is  of 
graceful  design,  ornamented  with  foliated  engraving,  and  the 
breech  end  is  fashioned  to  represent  a  boar’s  head.  Made  by 
J.  Schach  of  Reichenbach  (this  being  inlaid  in  silver  on  the 
barrel).  The  sights  are  missing, — otherwise  in  very  good  condi¬ 
tion,  and  shows  exquisite  workmanship. 
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37.  EARLY  AMERICAN  THREE  BARREL  COMBINATION  PER¬ 
CUSSION  GUN 

241/2-inch  round  barrels.  The  top  one  is  rifled  about  calibre  .31, 
and  the  lower  ones,  which  are  twist,  are  about  20-gauge.  Small 
patch-box  on  each  side  of  stock,  and  engraved  iron  trigger  guard. 
The  shot  barrels  are  fired  by  a  hammer  on  each  side1  of  the 
frame,  while  the  top  one  is  operated  by  a  centre  hammer, — the 
nipple  being  set  on  the  axis  of  the  barrel.  Very  unusual  and 
interesting  early  American  piece  that  has  been  restocked, — 
otherwise  in  good  condition. 


38.  PERCUSSION  SCHEUTZEN  RIFLE 

2S1/2-ineh  heavy  octagon  barrel,  about  calibre  .30,  with  false 
muzzle  and  bullet  starter.  Marked  “E.  Anschutz,  Philadelphia.” 
Half  walnut  stock,  German  silver  mounted,  with  spur  trigger 
guard  and  double  set  triggers.  Closely  checked  grip  and  cheek 
piece;  nickle  plated  Swiss  butt  plate.  Very  high  grade,  hand 
made  rifle,  in  extra  good  condition.  Such  rifles  were  very  popu¬ 
lar  with  the  target  shooters  before  the  Civil  War. 


39.  SCARCE  U.  S.  PERCUSSION  MUSKET 

Calibre  .511,  smooth  bore.  Lock  is  marked  “Peterman,  Philadel¬ 
phia,”  who  had  a  sub  contract  and  made  a  few  such  muskets 
for  the  IT.  S.  Government  during  the  Civil  War.  This  is  the 
short  model  with  the  36-incli  barrel,  and  is  an  exceedingly  scarce 
musket.  In  very  line  condition,  showing  most  of  original  finish. 


40. 


RARE  FOUR  BARREL  PERCUSSION  REVOLVING  GUN 


Four  individual  barrels  welded  to  a  central  rib,  27  inches  long, 
12-gauge.  Iron  frame,  hammer  each  side.  Walnut  stock.  Thim¬ 
ble  for  one  ramrod  on  barrels.  This  is  a  very  interesting  and 
rare  gun  of  early  American  manufacture.  Such  pieces  are 
seldom  found.  Very  good  condition. 


41.  GERMAN  PERCUSSION  MUSKET 

Calibre  .75.  Made  at  Suhl,  Germany.  Some  of  these  were  pur¬ 
chased  from  Germany  and  used  in  the  Civil  War.  This  one  is 
of  particular  interest  as  it  was  used  by  the  Home  Guards  of 
Philadelphia  during  the  Civil  War, — the  barrel  at  the  breech 
being  marked  “City  of  Philadelphia,  A.  Wuerfflein”  (a  well 
known  German  gunsmith  of  Philadelphia).  Very  interesting 
piece,  in  extra  good,  original  condition.

Calibre  .42.  Model  1S66.  The  interesting  feature  about  this 
arm  is  that  it  used  a  paper  cartridge  with  the  cap  in  the  back 
of  the  cartridge  in  the  middle  of  a  wad,  the  cap  being  turned 
with  the  hollow  to  the  rear  for  the  needle  to  strike  into,  but 
which  was  still  not  a  gas-tight  cartridge.  The  bolt  head  entered 
some  distance  into  the  chamber,  and  had  a  metal  shield,  behind 
which  was  a  thick  wad  of  India  rubber  to  act  as  an  obdurator. 
In  1ST1  the  needle  rifle  was  superseded  by  the  Mauser,  which 
was  obviously  founded  upon  it,  but  which  used  a  solid  drawn 
brass  gas-tight  cartridge.  The  French  troops  were  equipped 
with  these  muskets  in  the  Franco-Prussian  War.  Bayonet  mis¬ 
sing, — otherwise  in  fine  condition. 


43.  WERNDL  (AUSTRIAN)  BREECH-LOADING  MUSKET 

Calibre  .42.  tlsed  by  the  Austrian  army  until  the  adoption  of 
the  present  Mannlicher  magazine  rifle.  Bayonet  missing, — other¬ 
wise  in  very  good  condition. 


FRENCH  CHASSEPOT  MUSKET 

Bayonet  missing,  otherwise  in  good  condition. 
Together,  2  pieces. 


44.  GERMAN  BREECH-LOADING  NEEDLE  GUN 

Calibre  .75,  with  four  groove  rifling.  Brass  mounted.  Made 
at  the  Danzig  Arsenal — 1867.  This  is  the  famous  Prussian 
needle  gun,  and  was  used  with  deadly  effect  in  the  Franco-Prus¬ 
sian  War.  A  very  desirable  relic,  in  extra  good,  original  con¬ 
dition,  except  that  the  bayonet  is  missing. 

45.  RUSSIAN  ARMY  “MOSSIN”  MAGAZINE  RIFLE 

Calibre  .30.  Model  1891.  This  is  the  type  of  rifle  used  by  the 
Russian  Infantry  in  the  Russo-Japanese  War.  This  specimen 
was  picked  up  on  the  battlefield  after  Moukden,  and,  as  will  be 
observed,  it  was  struck  repeatedly  by  Japanese  projectiles.

These  were  used  by  the  Argentine  Infantry,  and  some  were  used 
in  the  Philippines  by  the  Spaniards,  from  one  of  whom  this  one 
was  captured.  Has  sliug  strap,  but  bayonet  and  ramrod  are  mis¬ 
sing, — otherwise  in  fairly  good  condition. 

48.  BRITISH  MARTINI-HENRY  BREECH-LOADING  HAMMER¬ 
LESS  RIFLE 

Calibre  .45,  with  trowel  bayonet.  The  British  army  was  equip¬ 
ped  with  these  rifles  until  the  adoption  of  the  Lee-Eufleld  rifle. 
Complete  and  in  original  condition,  showing  most  of  factory 
finish. 

49.  RUSSIAN  BERDAN  RIFLE 

Calibre  .42.  Manufactured  by  the  Colt  Fire  Arms  Company  for 
the  Russian  Government,  about  1870,  and  were  used  by  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Infantry  until  the  adoption  of  the  present  Mossin  high 
power  magazine  rifle.  The  bayonet  is  missing, — otherwise  in 
extra  good  original  condition.  A  very  scarce  arm. 

50.  EARLY  BREECH-LOADING  HAMMERLESS  SHOTGUN 

Very  fine  twist  barrels  29  inches  long,  12-bore.  Le  Faucheux 
action.  The  lever  can  be  turned  to  the  left,  which  slides  the  bar¬ 
rels  forward  and  tips  them  up  for  loading.  This  action  also 
cocks  the  piece,  and  the  thumb  screw  on  the  top  of  the  frame 
acts  as  a  safety.

An  ex¬ 
tremely  scarce  arm.  Ramrod,  bayonet  and  breech  pin  missing. 

52.  VETTERLI  SINGLE  SHOT  MUSKET 

Calibre  .42,  used  by  the  Swiss  army  until  the  adoption  of  the 
magazine  arm.  Bayonet  missing, — otherwise  in  good  condition. 

VETTERLI  MAGAZINE  RIFLE 

Calibre  .42.  Formerly  the  Swiss  regulation  military  arm.  Bay¬ 
onet  missing, — otherwise  in  almost  new  condition. 

Together,  2  pieces. 
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53.  SWISS  ARMY  OFFICER'S  BREECH-LOADING  RIFLE 

Calibre  .42.  Has  double  set  triggers,  sling  swivels  and  Swiss 
butt  plate.  The  lock  is  nicely  engraved,  and  has  gold  inlaid 
name  “H.  Richner  A’Aarau”.  Bayonet  missing, — otherwise  in 
very  good  condition,  and  a  scarce  piece. 

54.  VOLCANIC  MAGAZINE  CARBINE 

Calibre  .38.  Length  35  inches.  The  magazine  is  under  the  bar¬ 
rel,  and  the  cartridges  are  inserted  by  pulling  forward  a  stud 
attached  to  a  spiral  spring.  A  section  of  the  magazine  can  be 
turned  at  the  muzzle  for  loading.  Pushing  down  on  the  lever 
forming  the  trigger  guard,  cocks  the  hammer,  ejects  the  shell 
and  loads  cartridges  into  barrel.  H.  Smith  and  D.  B.  Wesson’s 
Patent,  February  14,  1854,  who  sold  the  patent  to  the  Volcanic 
Repeating  Arms  Co.,  New  Haven,  Conn.  The  cartridges  are  un¬ 
usual,  simply  a  conical  bullet  with  brass  cartridge  case  contain¬ 
ing  powder  and  a  copper  primer  set  in  the  end  of  the  bullet, 
which  is  hollowed  out.  Shows  most  of  factory  finish. 

But  very  few  of  these  rifles  were  made,  as  they  were  soon  super¬ 
seded  by  the  Henry  Magazine  Rifle,  and  are  now  rare.  One  of  the 
earliest  magazine  rifles  made. 

55.  REMINGTON  U.  S.  NAVY  BREECH-LOADING  MUSKET 

Calibre  50-70.  Made  at  the  Springfield  Arsenal  in  1870.  In 
very  good,  complete  condition,  including  sabre  bayonet. 

56.  U.  S.  SPRINGFIELD  MUSKETS 

Calibre  50-70.  Model  1870.  Very  good,  complete  condition. 
Another.  Calibre  50-70.  Model  1866.  Complete,  with  ramrod 
and  bayonet.  Very  good  condition.

57.  U.  S.  SPRINGFIELD  MUSKETS 

Model  1884.  Calibre  45-70.  Has  sling  strap  and  ramrod,  but 
bayonet  is  missing.

Although  the  arm  was  turned  down 
by  an  Ordnance  Board,  Mr.  Spencer  (the  patentee)  went  person¬ 
ally  to  see  President  Lincoln,  who  tried  the  weapon  himself  and 
was  so  pleased  with  its  performance  that  he  gave  Mr.  Spencer 
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an  order  for  ten  thousand  forthwith,  and  subsequently  increased 
the  order  to  over  one  hundred  thousand,  it  being  considered 
the  best  arm  of  its  kind.  Loaded  by  turning  a  spring  catch  on 
the  butt  plate  and  introducing  the  cartridge  into  removable 
loading  chamber.  It  is  a  positive  action,  and  seldom  failed  to 
work.  Shows  most  of  factory  finish. 

59.  SPENCER  U.  S.  REPEATING  MUSKET 


GO.  RARE  IT.  S.  BREECH-LOADING  MUSKET 

Isaac  M.  Milbank’s  Patent  of  January  8,  1SG7.  The  oscillating 
breech  block  is  traversed  by  a  locking  pin,  which  has  vertical 
reciprocation  by  inclined  groove,  when  turned  in  its  socket.  The 
hammer  shank  closes  over  the  wing  of  the  horizontal  swinging 
breech  block  before  the  nose  of  the  hammer  strikes  a  detonating 
catch  or  punch,  and  thus  holds  the  breech  block  laterally.  If  the 
breech  block  be  unclosed,  the  hammer  is  arrested  in  falling. 
Proving  unserviceable,  but  few  were  tried,  and  they  are  now 
very  rare.

Model  1895.  Calibre  .236.  Manufactured  for  the  U.  S.  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  the  Winchester  Repeating  Arms  Company,  and 
used  by  the  United  States  Navy  during  the  Spanish-American 
War.  This  particular  specimen  was  used  by  the  U.  S.  Marines 
who  landed  from  the  fleet  and  held  an  island  in  Guantanamo 
Bay  for  a  number  of  days  prior  to  the  arrival  of  General  Shaf- 
ter’s  army.  Equipped  with  the  short  knife  bayonet.  This  model 
was  used  by  the  navy  up  to  the  adoption  of  the  Krag- Jorgensen 
rifle.  Very  good  specimen  of  unusual  interest,  and  being  the 
smallest  calibre  arm  used  by  the  United  States  forces. 


62.  SHARP  &  HANKINS  U.  S.  BREECH-LOADING  NAVY  RIFLE 

Calibre  .56,  metallic  cartridges.  By  pushing  down  the  trigger 
guard  the  barrel  slides  forward  for  loading.  Made  by  Sharp  & 
Hankins,  Philadelphia.  Used  in  the  Civil  War.  Extra  fine,  orig¬ 
inal  condition,  with  long  sabre  bayonet.  Very  scarce,  particu¬ 
larly  with  the  bayonet. 

63.  EVANS  MAGAZINE  SPORTING  RIFLE 

Calibre  .44.  An  unusual  feature  about  this  rifle  is  that  the  mag¬ 
azine  is  in  the  stock,  and  is  operated  by  a  spiral  spring  holding 
32  shots.  Manufactured  by  the  Evans  Repeating  Rifle  Co.,  Me- 
chanicville,  Me.  Patent  of  1869.  This  is  really  a  hammerless 
rifle,  although  there  is  an  outside  dummy  hammer.  Extra  fine

Made  at  St.  Etienne — 1861.  Bayonet  missing, — otherwise  in 
very  good  condition.

29-iucli  barrels,  about  14-bore.  Made  by  W.  Chance  &  Son,  Lon¬ 
don,  about  1S50.  They  were  celebrated  makers,  and  turned  out 
fine  firearms  only.  This  specimen  is  in  very  good  condition. 


GO.  BRITISH  LEE-ENFIELD  MAGAZINE  RIFLE 

Calibre  .303.  The  British  official  Infantry  arm  up  to  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  Lee-Enfield  marked  III  magazine  rifle  which  is  now 
in  use.

The  magazine  contained  seven  cart¬ 
ridges,  loaded  through  the  stock,  but,  notwithstanding  its  excel¬ 
lence  of  manufacture,  it  was  not  a  success,  owing  to  the  danger 
of  an  explosion  of  the  magazine  when  the  command  “Ground 
Arms”  is  given.

Known  as  the  “Old  Reliable”  rifle.  While  such  rifles  were  popu¬ 
lar  with  Creedmore  shooters,  the  muskets,  but  few  of  which  were 
tried  by  the  Government,  are  now  rarely  to  be  found.  Complete 
and  original  condition.  Very  desirable  arm  for  a  collector. 

74.  U.  S.  SPRINGFIELD  MAGAZINE  RIFLE 

Model  1903.  Calibre  .30.  This  was  one  of  the  first  models,  and 
is  equipped  with  the  ramrod  bayonet,  and  has  sling  strap.  Not 
many  of  these  rifles  were  fabricated  with  the  ramrod  bayonet, 
as  the  Russo-Japanese  War  proved  the  inefficiency  of  such  a 
bayonet.

Type  of  arm  used 
by  the  Irish  Fenians  when  they  raided  Canada  about  1873.  A 
few  of  these  were  tried  by  the  United  States  Government,  but 
were  not  adopted,  as  the  bolt  action  was  not  perfected  at  the 
time.  Rear  sight  and  bayonet  missing, — otherwise  in  very  good 
condition.  Scarce. 

76.  PORTER  PILLOCK  RIFLE 

Ten  shots.  Made  by  P.  W.  Porter,  New  York,  1851.  But  few 
of  these  very  interesting  rifles  were  made.  During  a  test  of  its 
rapidity  of  fire  in  the  suburbs  of  New  York,  in  the  presence  of 
a  number  of  capitalists  whom  Mr.  Porter  was  trying  to  interest 
financially,  the  operator  was  killed  by  a  premature  explosion  of 
one  of  the  charges.

79.  HALL  U.  S.  BREECH-LOADING  FLINT-LOCK  MUSKET 

Marked  “J.  H.  Hall,  Harper’s  Ferry,  1834”,  Patent  of  1811.  This 
was  the  first  type  of  breech-loading  flint-lock  musket  used  by  the 
United  States.  A  number  were  manufactured  and  used  against 
the  Indians  from  181G  to  1827,  and  some  were  used  in  the  early 
part  of  the  Civil  War,  and  captured  ones  were  used  on  the  Con¬ 
federate  side.  Unusually  interesting  piece,  in  extra  good  origi¬ 
nal  condition. 


80.  HALL  U.  S.  BREECH-LOADING  PERCUSSION  MUSKET 

Marked  “J.  H.  Hall,  Harper’s  Ferry,  U.  S.,  1832”,  patent  of  1811. 
Government  alteration  from  flint-lock.  Bayonet  missing, — 
otherwise  shows  most  of  original  finish. 

81.  HALL  U.  S.  BREECH-LOADING  PERCUSSION  CARBINE 

With  ramrod  bayonet.  Marked  “U.  S.,  S.  North,  Middletown, 
Conn.

Marked  “W.  Evans,  V.  Forge.  1829”.  This  is  the  model  1822 
musket,  and  is  of  rare  historical  interest,  since  it  was  made  at 
Valley  Forge.

Made  by  McCormick  at  Globe  Hill  in  1800  (near  Springfield, 
Mass.)

This 
is  the  model  1819  U.  S.  rifle,  and  is  in  almost  original  condition, 
showing  the  beautiful  old-time  rich  browning.  Rarely  found  so 
good. 

88.  BELGIAN  FLINT-LOCK  FOWLING  PIECE 

39-inch  imitation  twist  barrel.  Polished  lock,  with  some  en¬ 
graving.  Engraved  brass  trigger  guard.  The  fore-end  is  orna¬ 
mented  with  crude  carving  and  grotesque  animal  head  finial.  A 
looking-glass  is  set  in  on  the  left  side  of  the  stock,  surrounded 
by  brass-headed  tacks.  Showy  piece,  in  almost  new  condition.

Calibre  .09.  Marked  “Miles  C.  P.”  Miles  was  a  government  con¬ 
tractor  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  C.  P.  denotes  Continental  Prop¬ 
erty. 

A  soldier  entering  the  American  army  at  that  time  and  owning  a 
musket,  the  arm  -was  appraised  by  the  Colonial  Government  and  its 
value  paid  to  the  soldier  in  Continental  scrip,  the  arm  then  being 
stamped  “C.  P.” 

•  Carried  by  John  Hill,  a  private  soldier  in  the  Fourth  Regiment 
Pennsylvania  Line  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  This  is  an  ex¬ 
tremely  rare  and  historical  musket, — a  few  of  which  have  been  found 
by  collectors.  An  exceptionally  fine  specimen,  being  in  original  con¬ 
dition,  except  that  the  bayonet  is  missing.

Calibre  .70.  Made  at  the  famous  Charleville  (France)  Arsenal, 
and  so  stamped  on  lock  plate.  This  particular  piece  was  used 
by  the  French  Infantry  who  came  to  America  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  Count  Rochambeau,  whose  invaluable  aid  contributed  so 
largely  to  the  final  defeat  of  the  British.  The  French  Charle- 
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ville  musket  was  considered  at  that  time  the  most  perfect 
military  weapon  in  existence,  and  when  the  U.  S.  Government 
began  to  manufacture  their  own  arms  at  the  Springfield  Arsenal 
about  1795,  the  Charleville  musket,  model  1763,  was  used  as  a 
pattern.  This  piece  is  also  stamped  “U.  S.”  on  the  barrel, 
denoting  that  it  subsequently  came  into  possession  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Government.  A  piece  of  rare  historical  interest,  in  extra 
fine,  original  condition,  except  that  the  bayonet  is  missing. 

102.  KAEE  FLINT-LOCK  AIK  GUN 

About  calibre  .36.  The  barrel  is  19 y2  inches  long,  octagonal 
for  two-thirds  of  its  length.  Marked  “Bunnev,  London.”  Has 
copper  bulb,  which  unscrews  for  charging,  beneath  the  stock 
ahead  of  the  trigger  guard,  into  which  air  is  pumped.

Kaised  cheek  piece 
and  Swiss  butt  plate.  High  grade,  hand  made  rifle,  by  E.

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107.  LEMAN  FLINT-LOCK  RIFLE 

About  calibre  .50.  Heavy  octagon  barrel,  brass  mountings, 
maple  stock  with  small  brass  patch-box  and  cheek  piece.  The 
lock  is  marked  “Leman,  Lancaster,  1840,”  and  the  barrel  is 
marked  “Conestoga  Rifle  Works,  Lancaster.”  Leman  was  one 
of  the  most  celebrated  rifle  makers  of  Pennsylvania,  and  prob¬ 
ably  made  more  rifles  than  any  early  American  maker.
